One 
Keangse man who was in the act of remov- 
ing some of his household goods and chattels 
was set upon by a mob of Foochow Chinese, 
who thought the Keangse man was stealing 
other people’s property, and so soverely 
beaten that the man lies in a very precarious 
condition and but little hopes are onter- 
tained that: he will survive the beating le 
received at the handa of the mob. One 
man was killed by some falling bricks, .

. THE LOSS OF THE ‘ ANNIE 
S.-HALL.”. , 
(N.-C. Daily News, July 26.)- 

In our issue of Saturday we briefly. an- 
nounced the loss of the American barquen- 
tine Annie 8. Hall, off the south end of the 
. Taichow Islands, during the typhoon which 
was partially exporienced here last Friday 
week. Captain Nelson, the master and 
owner of the vessel, nnd his crew arrived 
here on Sunday by the C. N. Co.'s atoainer 
Punsin, from Ningpo. - It appears that the 
Vessel sunk at her anchors ten minutes after 
she had been abandoned, and that her crew 
rowed for an island called Fang-me, where 
they Were well received by the natives and 
hoapitably cared for by the principal man-’ 
darin on the island. Seeing a steamer they 
put off to her in a boat uecompanied by this 
inandarin. The vessel proved to be the 
Chinese gunboat Che Ax, Captain Lew 
Buah, and the Chinese Admiral Chang Kee- 
wong wis also on board. They received 
Captain. Nelson and_his- men with. great 
readiness, and showed the greatest kindness 
to thom, supplying. them. with everything 
they required. Before’. Ioaving,. Captain 
Nelson. guve a letter of thanks, si by 
himself and his crew, to the mandarin of 
the island, who seemed very much pleased 
at this small mark’ of gratitude for the ser- 
vices he had rendered. The Che An theh; 
steamed to Waénchow, and afterwarda to 
Ningpo, and the Admiral on board her, 
before Cuptain Nelson and his men left, 
asked them to accept a present from him, 
and he gave Captain Nelson $20 and each of 
‘his men $4, Such kindness on the part of 
a high official in the Chinese Navy should 
certainly not pasa without recognition hy 
the Government uf tho United States, us 
undoubtedly steps of this kind that have 


beneficial effect. Captain Nelson personally 
thanked the Adnniral and Commander Lew 
Buah for their kindness, and we also hear 
that Dr Lord, United States Consul at 
Ningpo, ‘has also promised to send them. a 
lotter of thanks through the Tavtai of that 
city, 

The seyority of the typhoon in which the 
Annie S. Halt and the British barque Aber- 
donian were lost is, we understand, amply | 
shown throughout the whole of the Chusan 
Archipelago, where there are large quantities 
of wreckage of. nitive craft floating about. 
Tt is evident that many junks have been 
lost, and that the loss of life is great, 

Captain Nelson is one af the oldest Shi 
masters on the China Coust, and is well-. 
known at the differtnt ports, The Annie S, 
Hall virtually . belonged -to him, and we 
regret to say that neither his freight nor his 
personal effects were insured on the ‘voyage 
when the. vassel was lost, aud we under- 
stand that she herself was only partiall 
insured. He has kindly supplied ‘us vith 
an extract from his log.
